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The English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest was 23 years old and 
had 45 congregations when Richfield Evangelical Lutheran Church was organized : 
on January 10, 1915 by Field Missionary Luther B. Deck. Now, 46 years later, 
when the Synod held its 70th Anniversary celebration in the newly constructed edifice 4 
of the Richfield congregation, it had become the seventh largest in communicant 
membership among the 170 synodical churches. | 


_ The convention was held in the third church built by the Richfield congregation, | 
the others being located in the same neighborhood, one at 58th Street and Wentworth : 
Ave., dedicated in 1925 and the other at 58th Street and Blaisdell Ave., completed 
in 1915. An educational building was added to the second church in 1950. 


During the 14 year pastorate of the Rev. H. T. Rasmussen, D.D., the comgrega- _ 
tion has made progress in benevolence giving and membership growth as well a 
building programs. General fund Benevolence has increased from $2,440 in 1947 : 
to $27,933 in 1960. Communing membership has increased in the same period 
from 483 to 1491.

I. The committee was consulted ‘by one congregation during the year regarding 
changes in its constitution. 


II. In addition to the above, it met to act on the matter of Resolution No. 11 of 
the 1960 Convention Resolutions Committee (See Minutes of the 1960 70th 
Annual Convention of Synod, Pages 121 and 122) which was referred to the 
Committee on Constitution by the 1960 Convention for study and report as the 
first item of business at the 1961 Convention of Synod. This Resolution reads: 


“In order to assure proportional representation from all areas of 
Synod, on synodical boards and committees, BE IT RESOLVED 
that at such times as is necessary to elect members from specific con- 
ferences to boards and committees, the representatives be elected on a 
special ballot from a list of nominees from Chat re apart from 
other nominees.’ 


III. With regard to the matter specified in Item II of this report, your Committee on 
Constitution reports as follows: 


1. Because of the nearness of the merger and the creation of new synods as a 
result thereof, the committee recommends that Synod give consideration to not 
changing the method of elections heretofore followed. 


2. Should Synod decide that a change should be made, however, then the com- — 
mittee is of the opinion that election by a separate ballot would be limited 
only to boards and institutions controlled by or sponsored by Synod, under 
Article Vil, Section 3, of the Constitution which allows the election of such 
members “‘in such manner as the Synod may determine.’ Such boards and 
institutions presently are the Seminary Board and the Carthage College Board 
of which four and three members are respectively to be elected each year. 


3. In the event that elections to such boards are to be made, then Synod would - 


have to just determine that.it is necessary they be so elected. This would in- 
volve a consideration of the provisions of the articles, by-laws or constitu- 
tions of such boards, to determine whether or not they allow election in such 
manner. 


4. Should such PaaS Paras be made, then there shall be a separate ballot for 
the nominees of each conference, and the one receiving the largest number of 
votes on a conference ballot cast by synodical delegates at large shall be de- 
clared elected; and in the event that more than three are to be elected, then the 
remaining ones shall be those receiving the next highest number of votes on 
the Central or Wisconsin Conference ballots.

Fathers and Brethren: Grace be unto you and peace from God our Fathe . d our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. Amen. 

“Behold, I have set before thee an open door!’’ On September 23, 1891, at Me- 
morial Church, St. Paul, Minnesota, the Lord opened the door for the Northwest Synod. 
Seven pastors and 3 lay delegates, representing 6 congregations, banded themselves to- 
gether in love and in faith. Two of these pastors were from the Scandinavian Augustana 
Synod, 1 from Pittsburgh Synod, 1 from the District Synod of Ohio, and 3 from the 
Ministerium of Pennsylvania. On motion of the Rev. Wm. K. Frick, the following 
organizing resolution was adopted: 


“Led by the Spirit of God to the conviction that the time has ar- 
rived in the history of the English Lutheran work in the North- 
west, to organize ourselves into a firm Synodical compact, we, the 
Pastors and Delegates in convention assembled, do hereby, in the 
fear of God and in humble reliance upon the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, establish an English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
the Northwest, with temporary officers pending the adoption of 

a constitution; and we invoke the blessing of Almighty God on 
this new organization, established for His glory and the salva- 
tion of souls.”’ 


For seventy years God has answered the prayer of that convention, has kept the 
door open through all manner of trials, and has blessed us with a rich harvest of souls. 
Today, seventy years old, we number 171 congregations, almost 250 athguree and 
157,264 baptized members. God gave the increase! 

At this 70th anniversary convention, our synod is being asked to make a decision 
which will have the effect of terminating the formal organizational existence of our 
synod at the end of 1962. The Northwest Synod will lose its identity as its congrega- 
tions become parts of 4 new synods in the Lutheran Church in America. Is God clos- 
ing the door on us? Not at all. Let us have faith that, in the merger, the Northwest 
Synod will not only lose its life for Christ’s sake but will also find it again in a new, 
more glorious fellowship of witnessing and serving Christians. Ihe same God who made 
the promise to the founders of our beloved synod still holds before us His sure Word: 
‘Behold, I have set before thee an open door which no man can shut!”’ 


Convention 


Richfield Lutheran Church was our host once before, in 1953. At that time the con- 
gregation was located at 58th Street and Wentworth, and had a parish house which was 
almost new—only 3 years old. It then had a communing membership of 845 and a 
Sunday School of 804. Today, eight years later, it worships in a year-old $750,000 
beautiful, contemporary church. It has grown to 2,998 baptized, 1,692 confirmed 
and 1,491 communing members. Its Sunday School numbers 957 pupils and 133 staff 
members. Last year the people of Richfield Church gave $179,351, of which $50,785 
was benevolent gifts. Since 1947 the congregation has enjoyed the enthusiastic and 
dynamic leadership of Dr. Harold IT. Rasmussen, who also serves as president of the 
Board of American Missions. The congregation is delighted to claim as its ‘‘sons for the 
ministry’’ Pastors Gerald Eisele, Ingolf Kindem, George Lundquist and Berton Schaller 


(deceased ) . 
The State of the Church 


The health of the synod is the health of its congregations. Synod is only as strong as 
its pastors and poopie: I have tried to keep my finger on the pulse of the synod by 
spending as much time as | possibly could visiting our pastors and congregations. Dur- 
ing the year past | was able to make 245 such visits—including 58 meetings with 
church councils (or pulpit committees), 11 congregational business meetings, 86 ser- 
mons or addresses, and 90 visits to pastors in their offices or homes. In addition, I have 
had innumerable conferences with pastors in my office and have attended a host of com- 
mittee and board meetings, many of them in connection with the forthcoming merger. 
In all of this we sense on the part of our people mixed feelings—regret that our 
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synod’s corporate life is nearing an end, but also eager anticipation of the blessings that 
the new church will bring to us. As we look ahead, we must not forget the “‘unfinished 


- business”’ that is still on our agenda in 1961 and 1962. 


"Unfinished Business” 


General Benevolence: We are grateful to pastors and church councilmen who re- 
sponded to our ‘Table Talks’’ in June—over 1700 men and women from 155 churches 
attended our 20 meetings. But not all followed through on telling the needs to their 
people. There was some measure of increased benevolence offerings during the last half 
of the year, but it fell far short of meeting the needs. As a result, synod and all its in- 
stitutions and agencies experienced serious shortages. It appears that, if the trend con- 
tinues in 1961, we will come to the year 1962 with a great backlog of unmet needs 
and deficits, which will require a tremendous upsurge in our pledges to general benevo- 


lence this fall. This we must do if we are to bring our ULCA, our synod and our insti- 


tutions into the new merged church as assets rather than as liabilities. 
Other Benevolences: Let none of us defend our half-hearted giving to general benevo- 
lences and excuse it on the basis of “‘other appeals.’’ The facts from the treasurer’s report 


are as follows: We gave less to each of these special causes—Lutheran World Action, 


American Missions, University Student Work, Homes for the Aging, and LEAF—in 
1960 than we did in 1959. Our total benevolent giving to all causes was 1% less 
than in 1959, even though we experienced a growth in membership of almost 3%. We 
need to come to God in genuine repentance over the things we have left undone and 


our ‘‘backsliding,’’ and we need to ask Him to increase our faith and our love for the 


Kingdom of His Beloved Son. 
Lutheran Education Advance Fund: With only 9 months left of the 30-month 
pledge payment period, we have barely reached gifts of $1,000,000 on pledges of 
over $1,800,000. If we are to fulfill our commitments to Carthage College and North- 
western Seminary, we will have to give to this cause at several times the rate we have 
been giving. Let every congregation examine its own record—those who made congre- | 


gational pledges, those who have received individual pledges, those who made no com- 


mitment at all. Every congregation is urged to bring to completion by the end of 1961 
this great work which we undertook two years ago in Christ’s Name. 


Supply of Pastors 


During the past year two pastors were taken from us by death. None retired. Only 
two new missions were established. The consequence is that we have had few vacancies. 
It is quite possible that by the time synod meets there will be no vacant congregations. 
We hope to absorb most of the 1962 seminary class through planting of new missions 
and calling of assistant pastors. 


Pastors’ Salaries 


We received reports from 134 pastors concerning their salaries. 74 of them reported 
receiving increases ranging from $120 to $1,000 annually. Some increases were in the 
form of auto allowance, utilities, hospitalization plan, or pension plan. Church coun- 
cils are urged annually to review the pastor’s salary, taking into consideration his needs, 
his experience, the growth of the congregation, rising living costs, etc. We are disap- 
pointed that some congregations have not given due consideration to this item in their 
budget. As a guide, for example, we suggest that men coming directly from the semi- 
nary should receive a salary of at least $4,000 plus parsonage, utilities, auto allowance 
and pension plan participation. Lay delegates to this convention would do well to 
bring these matters to the attention of their church councils.

Merger | 

In another report I have summarized merger discussions in the four areas of our synod 
that will become parts of four new synods. Recommendations from those groups will 
come before us at the 1962 convention. At this convention we will have before us the 
matter of ratification of the action taken by the ULCA at its 1960 convention, namely, 
approval of the Agreement of Consolidation between the ULCA, AELC, Augustana 
Lutheran Church, and Suomi Synod to form the Lutheran Church in America. Your 
president wishes to go on record as being heartily in favor of ratification of this agree- 
ment. He does so, fully aware that not every problem has been solved by the documents 
and discussions thus far, but confident that by God's grace the new church will grow 
more and more into the measure of the stature of the fullness of Christ. 


U.L.C.A. Representative 


We welcome to our convention Dr. Harold Haas, executive secretary of the Board of 
Social Missions of The United Lutheran Church in America. He comes by our invita- 
‘tion at the suggestion of our Social Missions Committee. We pray that through his 
messages to us we will all gain a greater vision of the work of the world-wide church, 
and a special sensitivity to the social ministry needs and causes that are right on our 


Serving in prominent roles in this 70th anniversary convention are the presidents of 
our three conferences. George Gerberding, president of Central Conference and pastor of 
Grace Church, Deephaven, is chairman of our anniversary committee. Paul L. Roth, 
president of Wisconsin Conference and pastor of Trinity Church, Kenosha, will preach 
the ordination sermon on Wednesday evening. Lloyd Zaudtke, president of Western 
Conference and pastor of St. Mark’s Church, Fargo, will serve as chaplain.

Published every four 
weeks, thirteen times a year, the outetio | is used by every congregation in the Northwest 
Synod. 

The Audio-Visual Department continues to grow and through it all Stewardship, 
Evangelism, Foreign Mission and C. L.A.V.A. filmstrips, moving pictures, records and 
other such material is kept in repair and made available to the congregations.

Since the Seventieth Convention of the Synod of the Northwest, held in Grand 
Forks, North Dakota on May 17-19, 1960, the Executive Committee of the Seminary 
Board of Directors met on July 26, 1960 and September 20, 1960, while the Board 
of Directors, besides its annual meeting on September 22, 1960, held two special meet- 
ings on November 29, 1960 and January 31, 1961. Another regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors is scheduled for May 10, 1961. 

The following is a summary of the major actions of the Board of Directors at its 
annual meeting as well as at the two special meetings. A supplemerital report will be 
presented to the convention containing a summary of actions taken at the May 10, 1961 
meeting as well as any recommendations to be acted upon by the Synod in convention. 


September 22, 1960: 


1, “‘Pastor Kindem reported on the meeting in Chicago with representatives of Au- 
gustana and Chicago Lutheran Seminaries at which Pastor Kindem and Dr. Zeidler 
were present as observers from Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary. No 
specific accomplishments were reported from this meeting other than the instruc- 
tions by the Augustana Synod in convention for the Augustana Seminary to study 


all alternative merger plans and report back with a specific recommendation to the © 


Executive Council, Augustana Lutheran Church.” | 
2. On separate motions, action was taken to execute the directives of the 70th synodi- 
cal convention (see p. 55f. 1960 Synodical oe regarding the disposition 
of LEAF monies received by the seminary. 
3. Full time faculty and staff employees were enrolled in the synodically- recognized 
- hospitalization insurance and surgical plan, “‘it being understood that coverage is 
provided for the staff member, but not for his family.’ 


4. A special committee was appointed, consisting of Dr. C. A. Puls, Chairman 


The Rev. William B. Downey and Dr. C. H. Zeidler, to study the matter of a 
federated faculty. 


5. Adopted a policy providing for sabbatical leave for full-time ‘Professors of the 


seminary. 


November 29, 1960: 


1. Unanimously approved the calling of the Rev. Robert P. Roth, PH. D., D.D., to 
the Joseph Stump Chair of Systematic Theology with - rank of full professor, 


effective August 1, 1961. 
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31, 1961: 

1. Took an action adopting a ile of granting honorary degrees and referred the 
matter to the Instructions and Honors Committee to prepare ‘‘an appropriate 
resolution’ for the spring meeting of the Board. © 

2. Acted to notify the presidents of the Minnesota Conference and the Red iver : 
Valley Conference, Augustana Lutheran Church, that the Board of Directors of 
Northwestern Lutheran Theological Seminary invites representation from their 
conferences, not to a Kans two in number, to be visitors at subsequent meetings 

_ Of the Board. 

3. Adopted a proposed 1961- 2 seminary budget of $201, 945.00 with a synodical 
contribution of $136,879.00. It was subsequently reported to the Board Meet- 
ing that the synodical budget committee could provide a maximum of $115,- 
000.00 toward this proposed budget. 

4. *“‘Moved, seconded and carried that inasmuch as the Seisianies is lee supported 
by the Synod of the Northwest, the Seminary Board strongly urges that the 
Synodical Budget Committee and the Synod support the Seminary’s financial 
needs in the maximum amount required.”’ 

5. Adopted, in principle, the establishment of a Graduate School under the direc- 
tion of the Seminary President and looking forward to the establishment of a 
graduate program in the summer of 1962. 

6. Voted to form a “Faculty Salary Increments Study Committee’’ with increments 
to be “based on merit and academic accomplishment’’ and that the committee make 


_ its first report at the spring meeting of the board. |

a) “The president met with Dr. Schiotz and Dr. Rogness yesterday to ‘discuss whet 
if anything should, or could, be done to further implement a fuller discussion of 
the possibilities of the location of Northwestern Seminary on the present Luther 
Seminary campus, and what was the response to our letter of inquiry. 
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‘Dr. Schiotz stated that there was some hesitation reflected in ALC circles, par- 
ticularly in the Board of Theological Education and in the Committee on Relations 
to Lutheran Churches in this matter for fear of being accused of interfering in 
whatever plans the LCA has for strategy in theological education, but that beyond 
this there was nothing negative. 


“After further discussion it was agreed that the most acceptable procedure to 
move forward in exploration would be that if the Board of Northwestern Seminary 
presented a report to the Synod of the Northwest at its May convention concerning 
discussion (with the ALC people) up to this time, and requested and secured 
approval from the Synod (if this was deemed necessary) for further preliminary 
‘informal but semi-official discussion, and named to a possible joint committee 
two persons representing the Board of Directors of Northwestern Lutheran Theo- 
logical Seminary and the president and two members of the faculty of the seminary, 
that a similarly representative group would be named to the joint committee upon 
approval from the ALC committee on Relations to Lutheran Churches and the 
Board of Theological Education; that these two ALC bodies, meeting in the last 
week of September and the first week in October in 1961, would be able to 
authorize such participation in a joint committee; that the preliminary informal 
discussion could proceed to study all the various aspects of a possible relationship 
of the two seminaries on the Luther Campus, and go on to the point of drawing 
up possible objectives, if such a location of Northwestern Seminary were desirable, 
and procedures by which such objectives could be realized, which in turn could 
be presented the ALC in convention in October of 1962, and by the future Board 
of Northwestern Seminary to the future Minnesota Synod.”’

Dr. H. H. Lentz, President of Carthage College presented the 
Report of Carthage College 


Education at the college level continues to be in the national spotlight. Our nation 
increasingly becomes aware both of the importance of a proper training for our youth 
and the need for greatly expanded facilities if the oncoming tide of students is to be 
adequately handled. Because the Church places such importance on its young people 
and their welfare, and is vitally interested in seeing that the right kind of training of 
mind and soul is offered at the college level, our Church has an added, powerful in- 
_ centive for developing its program of Christian Higher Education. 

The new year at Carthage College opened with a banner enrollment. Full-time 

enrollment rose from the figure of 472 a year ago, plus 38 part-time students, for 
a total of 510 in day classes, to the figure of 502 full-time students and 31 part-time, — 
or a total of 533. This was an increase slightly above the national average for schools 
of our type. This coming fall enrollment can be increased slightly by housing a few 
more students in homes in the community, but this will then bring enrollment on 
the Carthage campus to its absolute maximum. The following September the Kenosha 
campus will be in operation to help in handling the freshman class. 
_ A new policy for admission of students who graduate below the upper half of their 
high school class is being instituted this summer. Instead of taking some students on 
probation for the fall term, only those in the upper half of their high school class are 
to be admitted. Those in the lower half must attend summer school at the College and 
take their freshman year of English in the summer term. Their admission to the 
College in the fall will be determined on the basis of securing a passing grade in this 
English course. This plan gives every applicant in the lower half of his high school — 
graduating class an ore to prove whether or not he can successfully pursue 
college work. 

Several outstanding faculty were secured as replacements or to help the school in - 
expanding the number of teachers to meet increased enrollment. An example of the 
type of individual now being attracted to the College faculty is Dr. Reuben Poston, 
who left the deanship of Dana College to become a member of our educational depart- 
ment. 

A great day in the history of the College was September 24, 1960, when dedication. - 
of the second campus of Carthage College in Kenosha occurred and ground was officially ~ 
broken for the first building. The huge gathering of people, with some congregations | 
chartering buses to convey their members, included the largest gathering of our Carthage 
alumni that has ever taken place. Dignitaries from church, state, education, industry, 
etc., were on hand in sufficient number to add prestige to the occasion. News coverage.. 
not only in press and radio, but on TV as well, went far beyond anything accorded 
our College in previous history. Above all, the generating of strong enthusiasm behind 
_our College program, a great increase in numbers of friends of Carthage, and the 
of activity. awareness of our academic program, were rich rewards of that weekend 
of activity 
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To meet the planned enrollment for the fall of 1962, the College will not only have 
_ to secure its normal complement of 175 freshmen, but will have to secure at least 300 
freshmen for the Kenosha campus, as well. This is such a sharp increase in the recruiting 
program in a single step that it is necessary to call upon the help of every congrega- 

tion of Synod for assistance in recruiting fine young people for our Church campus. | 

The management consultant firm of Gonser and Gerber in Chicago has been engaged 
to counsel and guide the administration of the College in our development program. 
The College is most enthusiastic about the mony developments taking place which 
practically guarantee significant results. ; 

_ One of the longest terms of service of any ootions administrator was terminated with 
the death of Mr. William C. Krauss, who, for 40 years, had been Business Manager 
and Treasurer of the College. His contribution was characterized not only by length 
of time, but by an unusual devotion to the interests of Carthage College. The Board 
of Trustees voted to establish an endowed memorial to Mr. Krauss and it is hoped 
_ that a sum of $40,000 can be granted for this purpose. 

Professor George Bedard of our Drama and Speech Department has been awarded 
a Danforth Fellowship which will make it possible for him to spend a year in the 
University of Michigan Graduate School on his doctorate. He is the second Carthage 
professor to be awarded a Danforth in recent years. Several students have received high 
honor and recognition in receiving significant awards for graduate study this coming 
fall. 

Carthage College has reentered the College Conference of Illinois in intercollegiate 
athletics. This is a fine group of colleges and the present conference membership is 
such that Carthage is happy to be a part of the conference. 

The College was able to balance its budget at the end of the past fiscal year due 
to very careful expenditure of funds. It is necessary, however, each school year to 
secure a substantial increase in income in order to continue to raise faculty salaries. 
The increase, which is to go into effect this coming September, will, at long last, bring 
Carthage up to a schedule which is average for schools of its size and type. However, 
to meet this increased financial load, it will be necessary to make some increase in 
charges to students and to receive larger help from the Church. | 

I wish to close with a word of appreciation to Synod, its officers, pastors and 
congregations for their interest in their Church College and their faithful support of it. 
By continued cooperation Carthage can enter into the tremendous meee that now 
lie before it as it constructs its campus in Kenosha.

Mr. Harvey Leiser presented the 


Report of the Standing Committee on 
‘Hospitalization Insurance 


In accordance with the motion at the 70th Annual Convention of the Sauk in- 
structing Our committee to study ways and means of providing hospital insurance for 
all pastors serving parishes of the Synod of the Northwest and possible plans of 
equalizing the cost thereof to members of the Synod, we have investigated the pos- 


sibility of equalization of premium. We feel since there is no equalization of salaries or 


pensions of the pastors and since this is a fringe benefit, it is part of the salary. We 
also believe since full-time lay workers of the church can come under this plan, it 
would be very difficult to have an equalization. In comparing it to the Synod con- 
vention where each church has to send a delegate, equalization works, but in this case 
each church has the freedom to call the pastor and decide what fringe benefits to give 
him and other lay members of the church. Therefore, we believe there should not be 


an equalization of premiums. 


We have been advised by the Board of Pensions that they did not tatiodece a hos-

Yoor: committee is thankful for some guidance from the ULCA Worship Com- 


mittee reports, and for its two-day winter workshop at Ft. Wayne, for Synod chair- 
men of worship, and all church music faculty members of U.L.C.A. institutions. 


In line with our last year’s adopted recommendations, we are promoting the 
U.L.C.A. Committee on Worship goals, i.e., worship workshops on area levels, 
planned for pastors, church musicians, and interested laity. Also plans are continu- 
ing to bring to each parish, gratis, a recording by our seminary choir to lead our 
congregations toward more complete participation in the liturgies. 


In the field of liturgics most of us need more study toward the definitive, for we 


are continually torn between the stand of the egotist and the status of those who lack 
basics. In the first instance one knows or he doesn’t. In the second, he decisions and 
actions are too often based upon a sentimental ‘‘This I like.’ 

Toward the goal of increasing our understanding, this committee aims to en- 
lighten; afford avenues of recognition of basics through The Word; use no force 
_ for conformity except to advocate such in those areas so adopted and designated 

by The Church. 


The committee makes its personnel available to all liturgists at Synod and to om 


who care to consult regarding worship on synced, conference, or congregatifnal level. 


We respectfully suggest: read the liturgy as written: let all conference liturgists re- 


frain from exercise of free privilege. 


Our committee will mail you a questionnaire which will ask, “Where can we help 


you most? What are your problems?’ 


Regarding unnecessary noise at the entrance doors to synod devotional periods, this 
committee would remind synod members of a desired courteous, worshipful approach 


out of respect to fellow worshippers. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


I. After thoughtful consideration and discussion, your committee earnestly pre- 
_ sents the following for your action at the earliest possible session: : 


In keeping with the statement on the Sacrament of the Altar by The United

Report of Committee on Cooperation 


With the Board of Pensions 


Your committee presents the following general information: 


Contributions to the Contributory Pension Plan and the Lay Pension Plan for the 


year 1960 amounted to $2,411,437. The assets of the plans now total $20,- 


986,000. 
An “extra dividend’’ of 1% on combined accumulations was credited to the 
accounts of members of both the Contributory Pension Plan and the Lay Pension 
Plan as of December 31, 1960. The ‘‘dividend’’ was possible because of favorable 
investment experience. The total amount of the ‘‘dividend’’ credited was $170,904. 


A total of 215 members joined the Contributory Pension Plan in 1960. The 
active membership now totals 3,624. 


A total of 265 (222 ordained ministers and 43 seminarians) joined the Family 
Prometion Plan in 1960. The active membership totals 3,303. | 
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5. There are 290 active members in the Lay Pension Plan. 
6. - Benefits totaling $69,200 were paid to 16 beneficiaries of members of the Family 


Protection Plan in 1960. To date, benefits totaling $298,700 have been or to 
beneficiaries of 111 members. 

A total of 44 ministers retired’ from the active service in 1960. The average re- 
tirement age was 69 years, 3 months, and 5 days. : | 
The final phase of the Revised Pension Program as adopted by the 1956 ULCA 
Convention went into effect as of January 1, 1961. As of that date, 252 retired 
ministers had their pension increased from $1,400 to $1,500 a year and 596 
widows of ministers had their pension increased from $700 to $750 a year. Please 
note that this does not include all retired ministers and all widows of ministers. 
It covers that group of ministers who were retired as of June 30, 1956, and 
eligible to receive the full minimum pension; and the widows of ministers in the 
same group. (For further reference see page 1106 of the Minutes of the A996 


ULCA Convention.)

The Board of Pensions is working with the Subcommittee on Pensions of the 
JCLU in drafting a Hospitalization and Related Benefits Plan.

Dr. D. H. Shelhart, veteran synodical missionary, is the only missionary under call 
by synod. He now serves as Director of Home Missions, working under supervision 
of the Executive Committee (as the Board of Home Missions) and your president 
(as Superintendent of Home Missions). Your president gives his Particular attention — 
to matters of home mission personnel and salary aid, but he.also maintains close contact 
with Dr. Shelhart in the several areas of responsibility which have been delegated to 
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the Director of Home Missions, and which are in a of that 


office. 
The Rev. Merton H. Luebke is under call of the Board of American Missions and 


has organized St. Andrew’s Church at Oshkosh, Wisconsin. Senior seminarian Edward 


— W. Walline has been called by the Board to organize a congregation on the North side 


of Kenosha, Wisconsin. He will enter that field about June 1. We anticipate that- the 
Board will call two men at its May meeting to enter fields in the Timmerman Airfield 
area in Northwest Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and the Tanner’s Lake area on the East 
side of St. Paul, Minnesota. There also is the possibility that a man will be called this 
year to develop a field between Appleton and Menasha, Wisconsin. 


Self-Support 


We congratulate the following congregations which achieved self-support as of Jan- 
uary 1, 1961: Our Saviour’s, Appleton, Wisconsin; Calvary of Cahill, Edina, Min- 
nesota; and Mt. Olive, Mukwonago, Wisconsin. We encourage congregations to strive 
for self-support as early as possible, in order to release Board funds for the establish- 
ment of new congregations. We anticipate that at least four more congregations will 
become self- ~supporting at the end of 1961.

Synodical Sustentation Points 


In addition to the salary aid missions listed below, several congregations receive — 


assistance directly from the synod in modest amounts, usually in the form of auto 
allowance. These congregations are the Polar-Pearson parish, Wisconsin; St. John’s, 
Stacy, Minnesota; Holy Trinity, Tabor, Minnesota; and St. John’s, Duluth, Min- 
nesota. Further, in two instances where salary aid missions must pay a high rent for the 
use Of public school buildings, the synod makes a grant to assist in rental payments. 
These grants are reviewed by the executive committee annually, with the aim of 


bringing these congregations to self-support.

With the Synodical Board of Home Missions making a full report of the Home Mig. 
sion activities of the Synod to the convention, this report covers the activities of the § 
Synodical Missionary—Home Mission Director. | 

As in previous years, during the past synodical year the activities of tins office have 


been as follows: 


Scouting for the Spotting Prospective Home Mission Fields. 
Clearing Prospective Fields through the Regional Committees. 
Surveying and Canvassing Fields. 

Overseeing the Organization of New Congregations. 

The Selection of Church Building Sites. 

Property Financing and Church Extension. 


In addition to the usual activities as listed above, in the face of the emergency facing 
the Board of American Missions regarding Church Extension funds, during the past 
synodical year the Home Mission Director was authorized to contact congregations hav- 
ing Church Extension loans, seeking to have such congregations make pre-payment of 
all or part of such loan& by the use of all available funds, by refinancing with commer- 
cial and other borrowed money wherever possible and/or by special — Campaigns 


for Debt Reduction. 
Scouting for and Spotting iesepective Home Mission Fields: 


While the opportunities for the development of new Home Mission congregations on 


the territory of the Synod of the Northwest are not as abundant as they have been in the 


years immediately past, this activity continues to be an important function of this office. 
We would call to the attention of the pastors and other leaders of the Synod that they 
can be of real service to the church if they will be alert to and suggest fields for possible 
Home Mission activity. Fields suggested as possible for Home Mission development will 
be inspected by the Home Mission Director and listed, along with others, for considera- 
tion and possible request for assignment from the National Lutheran Council Regional 


Home Mission Committees. 


Clearing Prospective Fields Through the Regional ‘Committees: 


This activity continues to be an important phase of the Home Mission Director's 
work. In this phase of activity this office cooperates with the representatives of the 
United Lutheran Church in America on the National Lutheran Council Regional Home 
Mission Committees in Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, and Montana, 
The Home Mission Director and Dr. Amos G. Streich served as the representatives of 
the United Lutheran Church on the Madison (Wisconsin and Upper Michigan) Re 
gional committee. The representatives of the United Lutheran Church on the Minnesota 
Regional Committee are Dr. Theodore S. Rees and Dr. Harold T. Rasmussen. The 
United Lutheran Church representatives on the North Dakota Committee are Pastors 
Carl Oslund and Lloyd Zaudtke. In South Dakota the United Lutheran Church is repre- 
sented by Pastors George Dressler and Russell J. Olson. The Montana representatives 
are Pastors John Dehaan and John P. Shannon. | 

Considering fields assigned to the Synod of the Northwest occupied during the past 
year, fields requested by us, fields denied to us, or fields surrendered by us, at this writ- 
ing the status of fields standing as assigned to the Synod of the Northwest or requested 
by the Synod through the Regional Committees is as follows: 

IN WISCONSIN we have 12 fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and 6 fot 
anticipated occupancy. At this writing we have requests standing before the Madison 
Regional Committee for two more fields, one for regular occupancy and one for antici- 
_ pated occupancy. 

IN MINNESOTA we have four fields allocated to us for regular occupancy and fout 
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for anticipated occupancy. At this writing we have requests standing before the Minne- 
sota Regional Committee for two more fields. + 


_IN NORTH DAKOTA we have only one field assigned to us and there is little pos- 
sibility that we will be requesting more assignments in this-state. 

IN SOUTH DAKOTA we have one field assigned to us for regular occupancy and 
one for anticipated occupancy. All other fields in this state that were assigned to us, 
after being canvassed, and on recommendation of the Division of Survey and Research 
of the Board of American Missions have been relinquished. Our entering of any fields 
in this state appears extremely doubtful. 


IN MONTANA we have one field allocated to us for regular occupancy and four for, © 
anticipated occupancy. The possibility of our entering any fields in this state in the 


near future is very doubtful. 


Surveying and Canvassing Fields: 


The Synod, through the office of the Home Mission Guaene shies the Division 
of Survey and Research of the Board of American Missions to canvass fields on our 
synodical territory during the summer of 1960. During the months of June, July and 
August, 1960 Seminary Students Dale Berg and Jon Enslin were employed by the 
Division of Survey and Research and canvassed fields in St. Paul, Minnesota and in 
Milwaukee, Kenosha, Appleton, Little Chute, Kimberley and Kaukauna, Wisconsin. 

With the large number of fields still assigned to the Synod of the Northwest by 
the Regional Committees, particularly in Wisconsin, this office has requested permission 
of the Division of Survey and Research to canvass more fields during the summer of 
1961 and the Division has authorized us to engage two students from Northwestern 
Seminary for such canvassing. By the time of the synodical convention, Dr. Henry of 
the Division of Survey and Research will have made another visit to our territory and 
it will have been determined just what elds are to be canvassed during the summer of 
1961. 


the Organization of New 


Only two new congregations have been under development in the Synod of the 


Northwest during the past year. At the time of the 1960 synodical convention work 
was already underway in the McCarron Lake area of St. Paul, Minnesota. In June, 
1960 work was begun on the northeast side of Oshkosh, Wisconsin. 

On the McCarron Lake field in St. Paul, under the direction of Board Mission De- 
veloper John H. Simonds, Galilee Evangelical Lutheran Church was formally organ- 


ized on Sunday, November 20, 1960 with 134 charter confirmed members and 291 . 


baptized members. Pastor Simonds has since been called as the pastor of the congrega- 
tion. The congregation is making application for membership in. the Synod of the 
Northwest at this convention. 

Pastor Merton Luebke has been the Mission Developer under call of the Board of 
American Missions in charge of the development of the new congregation on the north- 
east side of Oshkosh, Wisconsin. At this writing the formal organization of a congre- 


gation on this field, under the name of St. Andrew's Evangelical Lutheran Church, is 


scheduled for Sunday, April 30, 1961. It appears the congregation will be constituted 
with more than 100 charter confirmed. members. The congregation will undoubtedly be

Church Extension Loan Payments: 


A serious handicap to the building of churches for new and young coneeunitiodes 
has been the lack of money available from the Board of American Missions Church 
Extension Loan funds. Even with the borrowing of $8,000,000 as authorized by the 
Dayton Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America, there will be a short- 
age of funds available for the housing of congregations already in existence and still 


without permanent church buildings. To help meet the emergency the Board has sought 


to have older congregations, which have their properties financed with Church Exten- 


sion loans, make effort to make payment of such loans in advance of the time of their — 


maturity. In cooperation with the Board of American Missions the Synodical Execu- 
tive Committee authorized the Home Mission Director to contact congregations having 
such loans, seeking to have them make advance payments on their loans, either in whole 


or in part, either by refinancing with commercial money wherever possible and/or by 


special Funding Campaigns for Debt Reduction. 

In the report of the Synodical Board of Home Missions there is a statement of 
Church Extension Loans outstanding to congregations of the Synod of the ostiewrent:

It is possible that some congregations will have made complete 
payment or substantial part payment of such loans between the time of this writing 
and the time of the convention. 


In addition to the activities outlined above the Home Mission Director has supplied 
pulpits and filled preaching appointments as requested.

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Last year “Sons for the Ministry’’ retreats were held in both Minnesota and - 
Wisconsin. The retreat in Minnesota showed thirty-four young men attending from 
thirteen different churches. In Wisconsin we had a total of one hundred and four 
young men, and this proved to be one of the finest retreats yet held with a good share 
of dedicated young men whom we hope will one day be Pastors. 

We owe a note of appreciation to Dr. C. B. Lund and the Northwestern Seminary 
Choir, who in their tour of the West this spring presented the cause of the Ministry 
at every concert. 

As an expression of “contact” and the good will of the Synod toward prospective 
' ministerial candidates, the committee sent the book ‘‘A Diary Of Private Prayer’’ by 
Baillie to college students from our Synod preparing for the ministry. 

We authorized a revised up to date printing of the booklet ‘“‘How I Became a 
Pastor’’ which has had a very worthwhile and effective distribution among our churches. 

Scheduled for early summer is a ‘“‘Girls For Christian Service Retreat’’ at Pine Lake 
in Wisconsin. We have at present a list of eighty-eight young women in the Synod 
who have expressed an interest in some full time Church Vocation. Also there are two 
young women from Synod preparing for the Diaconate, and five Deaconesses serving 
in churches of our Synod. 

During the year we granted aid to twelve Seminary Students and to twelve College 
Students in an amount totaling $6,505. The grants to Seminary Stedents averaged 
$302.50: to College Students $239.50. 

May God grant a fruitful harvest to our labors in this particular section of His great

As this report is prepared, one is particularly conscious of the impending merger. In 
some ways, perhaps, the most substantial changes, as we have known our Church at 
work, will be effected on social missions. New structure, relationships and polity, is 
being created. While final forms are yet to be determined, clearly emerging are stronger 
and more direct church controls and ownership as well as synodical budget participa-. 
tion. Members of the Social Missions Committee have been involved, in some instances, 
in discussions leading to these merger developments. At present, the six synodically recog- 
nized and accredited agencies and institutions are deeply involved in the merger consid- 


‘erations on the territory of our Synod. | 


Although the future dramatically confronts us; the present thrusts upon us the real 
and painful burdens of our brothers. Social Missions has suffered, as have all other 


responsibilities and causes of our Synod as a consequence of our stewardship deficit. Our 


corporate failure to assume financial responsibilities has prevented the Lutheran Welfare 
Societies from strengthening and expanding programs that are at a high level of 
development and competence. The homes for the aging have been confronted with 
constant financial restrictions in building needed facilities. _ | J 
Several welfare agencies and institutions applied for synodical budget participation 
as granted at our last convention. Hope of granting these requests is dim. | 
The sad commentary is that the welfare agencies and institutions on our territory 


have achieved high levels of service but our lack of response has restricted development | 


of these programs. Despite these problems, our agencies and institutions are develop- 


ing services that are, at least, worthy of cursory review. Within the Lutheran Welfare 


Societies, Wisconsin is substantially expanding chaplaincy services, establishing a signifi- 
cant standard of excellence in its social service program and is providing limited intake 


services for Luther Manor. Minnesota has undertaken the development of family | 
counselling services throughout the state by means of area office service centers, develop- 
ing new uses of group counselling techniques and planning expansion of group care | 


facilities for emotionally disturbed children and for unwed mothers. North Dakota 
is strengthening treatment facilities for disturbed children and developing an expanded 


program for unwed mothers. Montana, with a limited constituency, has increased staff | 


in strategic locales in the state, thus providing more child welfare services. Luther 
Manor, Milwaukee, and Martin Luther Manor, Minneapolis, will soon complete con- 
struction and open their doors to our senior citizens. Thus, we will, at long last, begin 
service to the aging in our midst. For this accomplishment, we can rejoice! 

- To some congregations and individuals within Synod, a special expression of ap 
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preciation is accorded. These congregations and individuals have established a standard 
of excellence by their support and expression of Christian responsibility. - 
To all, we who constitute the Synod of the Northwest, the Social Missions 
Committee commends the recognized and accredited institutions and agencies for our 
wholehearted support.

PREFACE 


The congregations of the Northwest Synod gather their offerings on the ‘‘grace 
basis’’ of giving. We declare God’s grace and good will toward us, present the programs 
of the congregation and of the church at large, and seek the total response of individuals 
in terms of offerings to support the programs. 

The original motivating spirit which led our synod to adopt the “‘grace basis’’ 
for its giving is still valid. Insofar as we have failed in financing the Lord’s work 
adequately, it is obvious that some aspects of our living and giving under grace have 


not been properly emphasized. 
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Consequently the Stewardship and Evangelism Committee of the Northwest Synod © 
presents the following statement on ‘grace giving’’ for study and adoption in the 
fervent hope that the ‘‘grace basis’’ will be _ eatetoed yee all and will not be 
misused as a ‘ground for 


WE ARE GOD'S PEOPLE 


The Church is God’s community on earth, his distinct people established upon the 
redeeming action of Christ’s death, life and resurrection. It has no legitimate life of 
its own, but only the life which God gives it by his grace. 

The church has a mission which is the fulfillment of God’s redemptive purposes for 
men as revealed in the life and ministry of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

It is important for us Christians to understand, therefore, that we are a distinct 
people, deliberately created by God who intended that in thought, worship, behaviour 
and work we should be different from the rest of our fellow men. 

The processes by which we are made a distinct people were set in motion by God's 
dealings with Israel, his people of Old Testament days. They were a people living 
under grace, rescued by God from bondage in Egypt and created by him into a 
special community. They were a people living under command with their community 
life ordered and regulated by God so that they might actually be his sort of people 
through whom he could work toward the world’s ultimate redemption. 

We too are a distinct people, delivered by God through his Son from death and sin, 


fashioned into a community, a church a people living under the influence of Jesus 
_ Christ by the Holy Spirit and existing under the command of our Lord to witness to 


the entire race of men in order that they may be brought into faith in the Son of God. 


GRACE AND COMMAND 


Grace and command! These two things go together for the people of God. First 
comes the grace. God goes into action in history to deliver and create a race of men 
for himself; then comes the command, the order to be his people to think as his 
people, to act as his people, to worship as his people, and to do his work as his people. 

To speak of our living under command must not be understood to mean that we are 
living under Law. God’s commands for his people are not laws in the ‘sense of legal 
statutes. Rather they are the expressions of his will for his people and of what He wants 
them by his Spirit to be and to do. They are to be obeyed not for the sake of establish- 
ing a legal rightness before God and thereby meriting his favor; but because God is God 
and in his goodness and forgiving love he has acted to deliver. 

Christians dare not forget that they live’ under both grace and command. God's 
purpose in making us his people is to bring us into the grace of sharing with him his 
life of the Age to Come. At the same time he lays upon us the mission to confront — 
all men everywhere with his transforming Gospel which brings them by faith into his 
distinct community. Christians are to be like salt and light: permeating, illuminating 


~ elements within the race of men. That is the nature of God's command to us. 


The command is a costly one. It has always been costly to Christ’s people in terms 


of their lives, their hours, and their money. We must never forget that it is a command 


both to be and to do which comes along with God's grace and good will toward men. 
We dare not forget it. No congregation and no individual dare forget it. No brother, ; 
however strong or weak, should have our Lord’s command withheld from him. Each > 
of us is a part of God's people on this earth, working and giving what he is and has 
to our God-given mission of fulfilling God's redemptive purpose for man. That re- 
demptive purpose includes God's concern for our families, our local congregations, the 
institutions, boards, agencies, committees, commissions and programs of our synod and 
the church at large, and for all men. There is a ‘‘thus-saith-the-Lord’’ about it which 
declares to every one of us as his people, ‘“You shall remember . . . the Lord your 
God redeemed you: a I command you this today’’ (Deut. 15: ee 


_A CHRISTIAN'S GIVING 


It is particularly Valaibbaae that we see the exact way in which this command affects 
us in giving our offerings. The Christian mission: the proclaiming of the Gospel, the 
making ‘“‘disciples of all nations,"" and the caring for the sick, the imprisoned, the 
hungry and the naked is the business not only of the church as God's community, it 
is also the business of every single Christian who is a part of the church. Just as 
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God's grace comes to each one individeally as well as to all, so also does his command 


come to each one individually as well as to all. It involves every Christian in the work | 


which all Christians do together in the program of the Church. 


"Here is the point at which the Christian's offerings enter into the picture. They are 


an activity which God’s grace in him initiates and carries on in accordance with God's 
will. They finance the proclamation of God’s Gospel in a world where that proclama- 


tion costs money—hundreds and thousands and millions of dollars. They are a working 


expression of his ‘‘thanks be to God”’ and of his obedience to the Lord’s expressed will 
for his people to do his work. When the Christian gives his offerings willingly, he 


further shares in the work of Jesus Christ, and has the promise of God's cooperation. 
and blessing upon the enterprises in which, through his offerings, he participates. Here 


is the essence of ‘‘grace giving.’’ It involves the Christian’s oneness with God, his 
gratitude to God, and his obedience in which God delights and which he blesses. It is 
neither ‘‘fair share giving’ nor ‘‘apportioned giving’; it is hearty giving. It is bounded 
by no limits; it brooks no negligence, for it is governed in each one by God's ‘grace 
in him and God’s command to him. 

Therefore it becomes imperative that all of us know and understand these things; 


namely, that we are God's people, that he has loved us and has acted in our history 


both to deliver and to create us as his people, and that each of us and all of us 
together live not only under the grace of God, but also under his command that we be 
about his work. When the full awareness of these things governs us in making our 
offerings, our offerings will have God’s power and blessing. 


Lutheran World Action 


In 1959 we used other Synodical Fonds to give 100. 8% of our quota for Lutheran 
World Action. In 1960 these funds were not available and in spite of the promo- 
tional efforts of our Committee and the Synodical Offices we again went back to the 


game pattern of failure as the four preceding years prior to 1959. Actual receipts were 


$105,314.82 on a quota of $122,451 or 86.01%. 


Our fair share in 1961 is $127,709. This means $22,395 more than we gave last | 


year. It is God's needy people who suffer as we fail to do our part. 


The Stewardship Secretary 
Reporting to the Synod for the Committee we would ladied be remiss if we did 


‘not say a word of appreciation for Pastor David Gerberding, our Stewardship Secretary. 
His never tiring zeal, enthusiasm and. concern is a joy to behold. We are grateful for 


his excellent services. 


The Gift 


It is desirable that as we enter “the Merger and become the ieee Church in 
America that we should carry with us a dowry gift to help our new church off to a 
good start. 


When President Fry was asked about the need of the dowry gift he replied, 1) 


“Each year at its October meeting the Executive Board earmarks a substantial fund out 
of the receipts of that year to be used in the next budget year to assure level monthly 


- payments to ULCA boards, departments, etc. In 1960 that figure has been $1,700,000. 


This fund enables the ULCA Treasurer to distribute to the boards 1/12 of their 
several budget amounts each month. This carry-over fund enables us to pay out these 


full allotments even in the leanest months of the year. In 1961 and 1962 it is now ‘ 


calculated that we will need $1,950,000 for this purpose. 


“When the new church comes into operation, therefore, it will have $1,950, 000 | 


on hand from the ULCA with which to begin operations in 1963, to be applied against 
the budget for that year which will be constructed by the JCLU and adopted at the 


's first convention in 1962. 
“The LCA total budget for 1963 will undoubtedly be at least the aggregate of the 


budgets that the four predecessor bodies would have had for themselves if they were 


to operate separately in that year. Such a carry-over fund or even a larger one, will 
undoubtedly be needed. 
2) “The ULCA will carry into the merger a $300, 000 indebtedness tt 
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our investment in the Interchurch Center in New York. It would be a handsome thing 
if we would provide additional funds from which the LCA could pay off that debt 
if it chooses to do so, leaving that investment free and clear in the possession of the 


new church as an interest-bearing asset. 

3) “The JCLU has received several requests from forward-looking ULCA units 
which desire the new church to launch special campaigns in their behalf in the first year 
of its life. What a wonderful thing it would be for the new church’s administrators 
and all its people if some free money would be available at the very beginning of the 
LCA’s existence with which to launch, one or more programs in advance. 

4) *‘We should also remember that’ if and when budget item 13 is eliminated, that 
will mean that there will be no allocation funds for meeting special needs and oppor- 
tunities in 1963. _ The 20% surplus, if made available, would replace the usual 


allocation money.”’ 

The Pome oA and Evangelism Commitree recommends that during 1962 the 
_ synod be organized to receive thank offerings from all of its congregations as a dowry 
gift to be added to our benevolence to the ULCA. |

‘Enlarge the place of your tent, and let the curtains of your habitations be stretched _ 
out; hold not back, lengthen your cords and strengthen your stakes. For you will 


spread abroad to the right and to the left, and your descendants will possess the 
nations and will people the desolate cities.’’—Isaiah 54:2, 3. 
God speaking through his prophet instructs his people to witness and win others— 


(“Enlarge—stretch—lengthen’’). To bring others into the fellowship and at the 


same time, to nourish (‘“‘strengthen’’) those within the bond is the function of the 
church. With this as our directive, God has promised us that there will be fruit to 
our labors (“you will spread—will possess—will people’). Our task is plain, our 
reward is assured and we know his word jis true. 

There is no ultimate in our numbers, no ethnic limitation to those we enclose 
and no distance too great to reach. The source for the upbuilding of our lives is never 
ending. This we must remember as we labor. 

Again this year this report could be crammed with statistical data on the measurable 


aspects of congregational life which show strengths and weaknesses in the life of our 
congregations and of our synod. Some of these are evident in the graphs on display at 


the S/E Committee’s exhibit which give us an indication of our past. Our concern 
is not with what we did yesterday, but with what we are doing today and with what 


we will do tomorrow. Let us not linger with our eyes on the horizon, viewing the 


sunset of the Synod of the Northwest, but let us turn in the opposite direction fo see 
the bright rays of the Lutheran Church in America, soon to rise. The seventy years past 
with its mountains and valleys, its buttes and plateaus, its giants and pygmies, is 
history. What about the future? Are we preparing ourselves, our people and our con- 


_ gregations for what is to come? What will we do during this arctic twilight between 


sunset and dawn? 


It is my hope that we will be enlarging, stretching, lengthening and strengthening . 
the church. That by every right means and method we know, we will be preaching, 
teaching and performing acts of mercy to all people through our parish witness in our 


communities (EVANGELISM) and our parish extended beyond our communities 
(STEWARDSHIP). Our task, God’s directive, Christ’s promise, the world’s resist- 
ence and powers are the same as they have always been. With renewed vigor and zeal, 
consecration and commitment, let us go forth. 

The strength of our synod can and should be a leaven to the new synods to which 
our congregations will belong. It will be, providing we don’t entangle ourselves in 
organizational structure, constitutions and sentimental tie-breaking. These are dangers 
which lead to merger-inertia, which once contracted by the pastors and the leadership 
of congregations and synod can prove to be most contagious. 

The Executive Committee, the Budget Committee and the S$/E Committee have 


prepared an enlarging, stretching, lengthening and strengthening program for the 


synod to consider at this convention. I hope our vision will lead us not only to adopt 
these programs, but to implement them. By the power of the Holy Spirit and with 
the dedication of pastors and the leadership of congregations and synod we can have 
the contagion we know will meet the needs. | 


There is only one motivation and one mission. “Speaking the truth in love, we are 


to grow up in every way into him who is the head, into Christ, from whom the 
whole body, joined and knit together by every joint with which it is supplied, when 
each part is working properly, makes bodily growth (enlarge, stretch, mee? and 
upbuilds (strengthens) itself in love.”’ |

Report of the Committee of | 
Parish Education 


This committee met on April 28, 29 and Sept. 29 in 1960 and on January 27 in 
1961. These are stirring times for the Church in the field of Parish Education. With | 
our Board of Parish Education working with the Boards of Augustana, Suomi and’ 
A.E.L.C. on the “‘Long Range Program’’ we are becoming more and more conscious 
that there is a ‘‘new day’’ ahead of us in this area of the church and we believe that 
the task of teaching the Gospel is going to be greatly improved by what is going to 
come to us. As time goes on we will be hearing more and more about the new curriculum 
and the recommended changes and it is the feeling of this committee that this is all for 
the good. We need something to stimulate us into a closer examination of this part of 
the Kingdom’s work and re-evaluating our methods of proclaiming the ‘‘good news,” 

We met the representatives of the auxiliary organizations in Parish Education once 
during the year. In this exchange of ideas we help each other and it keeps this commit- 
tee in touch with what these organizations are doing in the different conferences of the 
Synod. The Committee laid the plans and promoted the ‘‘Parish Education Expansion” 
tour which was conducted during the Fall of 1960. Miss Kay Juram of the Board of 
Parish Education and Dr. Lund met with congregational Parish Education committees 
and pastors in seven different churches throughout the Synod. Attendance was good 
and = response from those participating showed that the tour was needed and well 
received. | 

On January 27th this committee met with members of the Parish Education Com- 
mittee of the Augustana Synod to hear a presentation of the ‘““Long Range Program” 
by the Rev. Harner Middleswarth, ULCA Board of Parish Education. Pastor Middles- 
warth gave us a short sketch of what was anticipated in the new program and a 
_ schedule of the unfolding of the program in the months and years to come. Many 
meetings to explain the program are going to be necessary in all the Synods participat- 
ing in the program and this committee will assist in setting up these meetings, some 
_ of which will begin the Fall of 1961. 

The Committee again sponsored the Lay Schools of Theology in the Twin City and 
Milwaukee areas during the year. It also maintains CLAVA the contributory Audio-Vis- 
ual aid library and many films and film strips are going out “to the congregations of 
Synod. 76 congregations are contributing members. Our emphasis throughout this past 
year has been on the “Expansion of Parish Education’’ in the congregations of Synod. 
More and more we have realized that we are not doing enough in this field. We are not 
holding our youth after Confirmation, our church members are ‘‘religious illiterates”’ 
for the most part and do not know the fundamentals of their faith, When we compare 
ourselves with other denominations we realize how miserably we are failing in pro- 
viding a religious education which is reaching our people. We need to expand in many 
different areas, not only in the rearing of our youth, but in the stimulation of our | 
adults in their Christian faith. When we realize that in our Northwest Synod of 165 | 
congregations we have only 23 Weekday Church Schools it glaringly shows that we 
are not doing all we can to reach even our youth. We recommend that every congrega- 
tion have a Parish Education Committee that will study the whole religious education 
program within the congregation. Find what areas are weakest and what can be done 
to improve. Explore new ways of presenting God's truths to both children and adults. _ 
This Committee stands ready to assist and help in any way possible. 

: At the fall meeting of the Committee the Rev. Robert B. Anderson was elected 
chairman and Mrs. Inghild Lindberg, Secretary. We wish to express appreciation to re- 
tiring chairman, Pastor Milton Haker, for excellent leadership during his term of service.

A. Officers and Advisors Conference | ; |

Manager, Mr. Ed. Winsor, showed total receipts of $36,794.80 for camp operations. 
_ During the year the Camp Board authorized the construction of a permanent home 
for the Camp RSET exterior fire escapes for the faculty lodge, plus two additional 
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pumps and wells. The Camp purchased a new tractor-type power mower, a waterfront 
slide, and new living room furniture for the faculty lodge. A Craft Shop was estab- 
lished in one end of the former classroom ms. By action of the Corporation, the Camp 
Board was authorized to consolidate all‘’of our mortgages under one mortgage for 
$42,000.00 with the Home Mutual Insurance Company of Appleton, Wisconsin. The 
annual contributions from Church and Sunday Schools for mortgage retirement amount- 


ed to $8,872.56. $3,259.00 has been contributed by campers during the ass three 


rs to be set aside for a model cabin. 
We would express. our thanks to the Rev. Charles Koester for his fine service On our 


Board as ‘‘Dean of Schools.’’ The Rev. Carl Ipsen of So. Beloit was the new replace- 


ment elected to the Board for three years. A very special thanks goes to the 176 pastors 
and lay people that made up the volunteer staff members during the summer.

Report of the | Parish Education 
Secretary 


‘‘Behold I have set before thee an open door,’’ (Rev. 3: 8) was an apt inecriptions 
for the seal of Synod as selected by the founding fathers. Hardly anything could be 
more apt for us as churchmen and as Parish Education leaders than this same awareness 
of an open door. Whether we have principally in mind the large numbers of children, 
youth and adults awaiting further word and explanation of God's Word, whether we 
have in our mind our still great territory, or whether we are thinking of the many 
facets, new methods, text books and leadership opportunities, there is still a wide open 


door for our efforts. The church occasionally has to be reminded of this open door and ~~ 
— the possibility that changes have to be made from time to time as we face the ever in- 


creasing Opportunities. 
Having occasion recently to look up the Battle of ho aga of the 15th waren I 


happened on this note from the “‘Encyclopedia Britannica’”’ 


‘The moral lesson of the battle was the incapacity of a ‘aitteery 
cast to learn from experience and to adopt their traditions intelli- 
gently to new needs. The material lesson was that armor stultified 
its own purpose when it fettered mobility. The 15th century sol- 
dier pinned his faith as obstinately on an increasing weight of 
armor as the 19th century soldier on an cncreaeang weight of 
numbers.”’ 


It is obvious that we have a changing situation daily. Only our Lord Jesus Christ 
temains ‘‘the same yesterday, today, and forever.’’ Parish Education of all departments 


and agencies of the church must be on the alert for these changes, be ready to adapt - 


itself and continue to study and revise. A progressive church and particularly a pro- 
gressive parish education system must always. face the “‘open door’ with new ap- 
proaches, sharp relevance to everyday life with the best tools, materials, and leaders 


possible.

lll. Merger and Education 


- We have become involved in several ways in the merger talks between the four 
church bodies contemplating joining in the Lutheran Church in America. In addition 
to our work on the general merger committee we have participated in sub-committees 
on Camping and Parish Education. Our office and our services are called upon by 


’ members and churches of these other bodies. We rejoice. 


IV. The Long Range Program 


We have become rapidly involved in what is bates as the iting Range Program 
in Parish Education, promoted jointly by the Boards of Parish Education of the church 
bodies joining in the Lutheran Church in America. Your Parish Education Secretary has 
been named the head of the Long Range plans for our territory and involving all of 
the churches in the LCA. 

Key pastors will be called to meet first in the fall of 1961 and area meetings will be 
held in the fall of 1962. In the meantime, much work must be done to organize 
procedures, personalities and ways of bringing the Long Range Program to our teachers 
first. Only thus can there be any confidence of success with those that will be taught. 
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When one realizes that 1000 of these area meetings will be held all over the church, it 
is not surprising that in Minnesota alone, 52 of these are contemplated with a total 
involvement of some 350 churches. Add to this the other states of our territory and 


one gets a touch of the tremendous undertaking that is ours. Here, as never before in 


our generation, is a classic illustration of ‘“‘Behold, I have set before thee an open 
door.’’ This will be no time for adherence to traditions for traditions’ sake. This will | 
be a time for sometimes painful separation with the old and mec’ co-operation and 
enthusiastic participation in the new. 


¥. Camping 


Our unprecedented record of visiting nine camps in the summer of 1960 gave us 
fresh zeal as we prepared again the camp manual for 1961. As we interviewed the 
leaders in our camps we found more than ever a consecrated desire to do the best job 
possible in the concentrated week-long period of leadership education. We are con- 
vinced more and more that money and men invested in our camps is a superior kind 
of investment in the future church. Our four camp. boards have labored diligently to 
follow our suggestions both in the camp manual and in the check lists we have prepared. 


_ They are to be commended for their real concern in this field. 


Of special note is the movement of the churches of Montana to join with Augustana . 
to obtain and build their own camp at Clearwater. 


VI. The Church Schools 


We continue to visit as many groups of teachers as is pouslble nisin with the-two 


. Church School Associations in Synod. We have always been greeted with cordial — 


receptions. 
The Parish Education Expansion Tour in which Miss Catherine Juram of Phila- 


_ delphia played so amiable a part, met with representatives of 77 churches throughout 


Synod. A listing of ways of expanding Parish Education within the local congregation 
met with glad reception. We have reason to think that many are thinking along lines 
of expanding what they have and of inaugurating some things they now find possible. 
Among these, some form of Weekday School has high priority. The Weekday Church 
School texts are applauded by many denuminations as the finest contribution to WCS 
available. It is hard for us to believe that all of Synod’s churches have not found means 
of using these books. We have reason to believe, however, that their number is steadily 
increasing. 

Of special note is the report of our committee’s statistician, Miss Kay Sheriff, who 


- points to the following growth percentages in the Minutes of Synod for 1960: 


Baptized membership growth .......... 16.7% 
Sunday School enrollment growth 3.8% 
Catechumens growth ....... ele 9.7% 


We are happy with this growth but the point doesn’t have to be labored that 
the “‘open door”’ is still open to those who will see the surrounding opportunities.

Vill. Family Education 


Family Education will play a large part in the coming : bens Range Program of 


Parish Education. In the meantime, we continue to address groups on the subject and 


to do some inspiring and educating of those who in turn will carry the urgency and 
methods of Family Education to parents. We have been much assisted by certain | 
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puiblicarions coming out of the Augsburg Publishing House. Among’ these are the |

IX. Adult Education and Lay Schools of Theology 


We have reason to exult at this time at the report that one of the Minneapolis 
churches has an Adult Bible Class of nearly 200. This is being done without any 
competition with the church service itself. We are told that here the existing system 
has been studied and revised with profitable results. Whatever revisions a Parish Educa- 
tion Committee and the local church must make, they must certainly have to include 
a greater participation of adults in the education offered to the parish. The Long 
Range Program will call for this. We rejoice in every opportunity we have to promote 
Adult Education. 

The Lay Schools of Theology, sponsored by our committee in Milwaukee and 
Minneapolis, held sessions in the fall of 1960 and will not be in session im the current 
year. We laid plans for four such schools in. 1960 in addition to the two mentioned 
and believe in the principle that these Lay Schools have followed. While the committee’s 
own schools will not be sponsored in 1961, we look for no lessening of the effort 
by local churches and area groups. We commend pastors in the Fox River Valley who 
conducted and sponsored such a school in 1960. 

If ever the “‘open door’’ was needed in our vision, it is in the realm of adult work 


‘upon which is ultimately based our entire program with children and young people. 


X. Youth 


The needs of young people in these days move fast and change Be It is a rare 
church which is entirely up-to-date on the ever-present pererene of programing and 


meeting these needs. 
Our State Luther Leagues make an honest effort to inspire the local League and to 


keep a strong contact with the Luther League of America. Their pastoral advisors are 
highly commended for their inspiring leadership and their keeping up with the pace. 

We have assisted with convention planning for the State Luther Leagues and find 
an almost unanimous adoption of our programs. We continue to speak to as many youth 
groups as our calendar permits. — 

Attention is called to the new magazine of the Luther League of America. “Time 
Out,’’ under the editorship of Ralph R. Hellerich. This is the successor to ‘‘Luther 
Life’’ in our church. ‘‘Youth Programs’’ is the annual book of suggested programs for 
Luther Leagues of our churches. 

We continue to encourage leadership training of Luther League workers through 
the suggestions made in the ‘Camp Manual,’’ wherein the entire camp is divided into © 
Luther Leagues to do Luther League work throughout the week. We confer frequently | 
with advisors and sponsors of Luther Leagues. | 

Perhaps at no point in our work do we find as high and happy reception of our 


services as in our correspondence and personal work with young people. 


Xt Church Vocations and Sons for the Ministry 


One hundred five men and boys in Wisconsin and thirty-five men and boys in Min- 
nesota attended the Sons for the Ministry Retreats sponsored by the Synod’s Com- 


mittee on Church Vocations. 
The selection of boys and men that our pastors had made were singularly good. 


- We found these men and boys seriously concerned about their lives in relation to the 
“work of the church. Those who participated in the programi gave cyst of their time 


and heartily endorsed again this program and — contact. 
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The United Lutheran Church Men of Wisconsin proved theit interest: with a eub- 
stantial contribution to the retreat in Wisconsin. 
A Christmas gift of a book was sent as a gift of the Synod to the ‘“‘Sons for the 


‘Ministry’’ now in college. Many men contributed privately to the fund that made 


this possible. 


A retreat for girls interested in full-time service in the church is being sponsored 


by the United Lutheran Church Women of Wisconsin in 1961. Mis. C. Van Loo 
reports glowing reception of the one held previously. 

Your Parish Education Secretary spends about one-third of his time in the matter 
of Church Vocations. He involves himself in the Seminary Choir Tour which carries 
its message and meets with men and boys of the churches visited; with visits to college 
campuses, particularly Carthage and St. Olaf; with the Student Census required by 
the Board of Higher Education; with Certification processes of Synod, student aid, 
many private and public conferences and the new Lay Placement Service. 


-XIl. Relationship to the Seminary 


The relationship between our office and the Seminary is closer than ever under the 
present administrations of both Seminary and Synod. We find ourselves calling more 


and more upon the professors and students and note their efficient handling of tasks 


assigned. Our committee was especially delighted to take note of Professor Robert 
Bartels’ receiving the Master’s Degree this year, since he has been among the most 
active of Parish Education people in the Synod. All of the professors and most of the 
students should be listed in a proper acknowledgement~of their assistance to us. - 


In turn, we have been able to involve ourselves as ‘we give counsel in Parish Educa- | 


tion, Youth ‘Work, Worship, Church Music, the Field Work Class, and the Choir Tour 
which this yeSt took us through the Western Conference. 


XIII. Worship and Music 


We continue to serve on the Consulting Committee of the Department of Worship 


of the United Lutheran Church in America as well as a consultant on Synod’s Com-. 


mittee on Worship. 
We have addressed conferences and enna for considerable correspondence on the matter 


of Worship for the Church in general and in the Church Schools in particular. 
Recordings by Northwestern Seminary Choir have been — for use and inspira- 
tion of local choirs and congregations. 


XIV. The United Lutheran Church in America 

In addition to serving on the Worship Committee, your Parish Education Secretary 
fulfilled certain obligations of his department in a regional meeting at Chicago and 
served as a delegate to the ULCA Convention in Atlantic City. He also attended the 
Long Range Program Conference in Pocono Manor, Pennsylvania, and the Workshop 
on Worship at Ft. Wayne, Indiana. 


XV.ULCMand 
The Parish Education Secretary addressed the ULCM of Wisconsin at the conven- 


tion in the fall of 1960 and has made addresses in at least three other churches to ° 


groups of men.

The L.E.A. F. Committee has held several meetings declaa the past twelve pers 
and submits the following statistics and information: 

Pledges were received during the year from six more congregations and their members 
and now total well over 19,000. 161 congregations have now participated; 17 have 
not. No payments have been received from five congregations whose pledges aggregate 
$28,330. few pledges were cancelled but the amount cancelled is comparatively — 


_ insignificant. Many thousands of pledges have been paid in full. Nothing has been 
_ paid on 200 or 300. Treasurer Helwig is writing to delinquent donors or, if no reply, 


to their pastors. 
Mr. Helwig will present the treasurer's report, a copy of which is appended. 

The period during which pledges were to be paid commenced July 1, 1959 and 
‘was to continue to February 1962, nine months away. To date 67% of the total 
pledges has been paid. As payments are behind schedule, the committee has arranged to 
analyze the records of each congregation and to consult and cooperate with the pastors 
of those whose records indicate that something ought to be done to encourage payments 
of delinquent pledges. | 3

As of May 12, 1961, the total of all pledges received amounted to $1,859,863 
(including $9,893 pledged during the past 12 months), equal to 123% of the goal, 
of which $1,012,021 or 67.36% has been paid ($403,708 during the past year), 
leaving $849,407 unpaid. The Treasurer’s office commenced mailing statements to 
— as of July 1, 1959, so that this collection period has extended over 224 
mont 

Proceeds distributed through May 12 amounted to $865,739 of which $274,613 
was received by the Seminary and $591,125 by Carthage College. Campaign expenses 
were $112,210, which is 6.0% of pledges. Collection and accounting expenses to date 
were $26,542 which totals $138,734 for expenses to May 12, 1961. Undistributed 
contributions amount to $5,962. Collection expense was budgeted to $40,000 and 
the shrinkage was estimated at $105,000. Add to these the campaign expenses and 
it appears that both institutions should receive the full amount of their goals.

‘Historical Roster. 


At the end of 50 years in the life of our synod, Dr. P. H. Roth wrote, ‘‘We cannot 
but realize that she (The Northwest Synod) stands in a peculiarly advantageous 
position toward the future. She now has numbers . . . She has the advantage of her 
own theological seminary. . . . No skepticism, modernism, doubt have marred her 
testimony. . . . Everywhere the movement for Lutheran union is growing, and it 
appears that within a very few years the major Lutheran bodies, expecting perhaps 
the Missouri Synod, will begin to think seriously of union. When that day comes 
our synod will be able to say, without regard to what may follow, that her purpose 
has been achieved; that she has been permitted in an age of transition to do much to 
‘save multitudes to the church. 

. The influence of our synod’ s work upon the Lutheran synods around us has 
) been very great. It may well be that the indirect influence of our synod in hastening 


the use of English in their church work and demonstrating the way of bringing the 


Gospel to bear upon the American poopie has been more fruitful than its direct in- 
gathering of its people into its own fold 

. The time has come when the appeal must be directed more strongly than ever 
before to those who have no Lutheran background, the vast American unchurched 
public. . There is something peculiarly appealing to the American mind in the 
breadth, absence of unessential peculiarities, authority, realism, Gospel richness of the 
Lutheran approach.’’* 

At the close of 70 years in the life of our synod, Dr. George Lundquist wrote after 
quoting the resolution adopted, by the seven founding fathers calling the Northwest 
Synod into being, ‘‘For seventy years God has answered the prayer of that convention, 
has kept the door open ri. all manner of trials, and has blessed us with a rich 
harvest of souls. Today, 70 years old, we number 171 congregations, almost 250 
pastors and 147,263 baptized members. God gave the increase.” 

-. God has given the increase through His Word and sacrament, which Word and 
sacrament have been carried by men ‘‘called, gathered and enlightened and sanctified’’ 
by the Holy Spirit. 

We take this opportunity to recognize men, officers, committees, boards and positions 
through which God has worked to the salvation of souls. 

We first call to mind the pioneers who were concerned for the ministry to the people 
of Lutheran faith who settled in our northwest area a century ago. |

Report of Special on. 
Merger Discussions 


Merger discussions have progressed on an accelerated schedule since the last conven- 
tion in all four areas of the synod. Your president has participated actively in the 
discussions in Minnesota and Wisconsin. In North Dakota and Montana he has delegated 
these responsibilities to pastors on the territory. Following is a summary of the most 
recent 


Minnesota 


This committee held meetings on June 22, 1960; December 6, 1960; and February 
27-28, 1961. Its next meeting is scheduled for June 28, 1961, at Gustavus 
Adolphus College, St. Peter, Minnesota. Mr. Cyrus Rachie of St. John’s Church, Min- 
neapolis, has taken the place of Dr. Paul L. Wetzler, who asked to be relieved of 
membership on the committee. 

_ The committee has expanded its work through various sub-committees. Social Min- 
istry, Devotional Booklet, Bible Camps, Constitution, Location of Headquarters, Dis- 
trict Alignment, Stewardship-Finance-Budget, American Missions, Parish Education, — 
Evangelism, and Staff Personnel. The bulk of the work thus far has been done by the 


Committee on Constitution, which submitted its third draft of the proposed constitu- _ 


tion to the whole committee on February 27-28, and is now working on a a 
draft, to be ready June 28. It is attempting to conform as closely as possible to 
model constitution prepared by the JCLU, but it tentatively has proposed innovations 
calling for a Bible Camp Board, a Board of Finance, and a Board of Christian 
Service. The first proposal of the Committee on Districts calls for twelve districts. 
including four in the Twin Cities area. 

Dr. Leonard Kendall, president of the Augustana’ s Minnesota Conference, serves as 
chairman of this committee. Your president serves as secretary. It is the intention of 
the committee to have the proposed constitution ready for submission to the next con- 
vention of this synod in May 1962. | 

Your president has welcomed opportunities to speak to groups of Suomi, AELC © 
and Augustana pastors in Minnesota on behalf of the merger committee and the synod.

The Committee on Districts has 
tentatively proposed eight districts. The Committee on Constitution has held two sub- 
committee meetings since the last general meeting and intends to submit a draft of 
the constitution for the synod at the meeting in May. The committee has tentatively 
adopted the name ‘North Central Synod’’ for the new synod. 
Your president serves as chairman of this committee. Pastor J. Milton Nelson, presi- 
dent of Augustana’s Superior Conference, serves as secretary. 


North Dakota (Red River Valley) 


The following report was prepared by Pastor Lloyd Zaudtke, president of the West- 


ern Conference: | 
A Merger Committee was formed, made up of three representatives from each of 


the merging bodies. This came as a recommendation from the Augustana Red River | 


Valley Conference. Of these three representatives, one was to be a layman. The first 
meeting was held December 7, 1960. Dr. Walter Carlson was elected chairman of the 
committee and Pastor Lloyd Zaudtke was elected secretary. The U. L. C. was repre- 
sented by the Rev. Lloyd Zaudtke, Mr. Herbert Miller (of St. Mark: s, Fargo). and 
Pastor Hjalti Gudmundsson, a pastor of the Icelandic Synod. — 
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| At the first meeting, presentations were given by representatives of each of the — 
_ churches telling some things about their church. From this it was determined that in © 
_the Red River Valley Synod there will be 160 congregations, 79 pastors, 29,943 con- 
firmed members, and 44,777 baptized members. There were discussions on such items 
as Bible Camp, relation to Northwestern Seminary and Gustavus Adolphus tii tence 
Social Missions institutions, location of headquarters, size of staff, etc. 
_ The second meeting, January 13. 1961, was given over primarily to a study of the 
recommended constitution for synods, arriving at certain conclusions concerning choices 
called for in the constitution. There were also reports given by certain members who 
were assigned to come in with further information concerning relationships to Seminary, 
- Church college, Social Missions institutions, etc. 

The third meeting was held Monday, March 13, 1961, in conjunction with the 
Conference on Responsible Planning in Social Missions. At this meeting there was a 
review Of the Social Missions Institutions which are now operated by the merging bod- 
ies. There was serious discussion and reports given by the Lutheran Welfare Agencies _ 
on the area of the new Synod. There was a presentation given by the Rey. Harold Reisch 
on the concept of Social gage in the LCA. There was a study of | documents per- 
taining to Social Ministry in the LCA and also a study of the pogition. paper on 
Social Ministry. | 

Besides these meetings thei have been a number of meetings on a district level in- 
volving the pastors of the merging bodies within that district. There have been at 
least three such meetings in the Western part of North Dakota and two involving the | 
Fargo churches with the Fargo District of the Augustana Conference. ‘ 


Montana (Pacific Northwest Synod) 


Inasmuch as our 8 churches in Montana will become a part of the Pacific Northwest 
Synod, your president suggested that merger discussions in Montana be initiated by 
Dr. Edwin Bracher, president of the Pacific Synod of ULCA. Your president appointed 
Pastors John Shannon, John Dehaan and Ralph Sandgren to represent our synod. Pas- 
tor Sandgren has been replaced by Pastor Marvin Lee, a member of our synod who 
serves the Augustana church in Butte. 

The foregoing pastors with Pastor Shannon as chairman of our delegation, attended 
a Pastoral Conference at Parkland, Washington, August 30 to September 1, 1960, for 
pastors of AELC, Suomi, Augustana and ULCA churches on the territory of the new 
synod. Included on the program were discussions on the following subjects: “‘A Pre- 
view of the Constituting Convention of the New Synod of the Pacific Northwest.’ © 
“A Preview of Possible Relationships of the New Synod to Institutions and Agencies’; 
“A Preview of the Pension Plan of the New Church.” | | 

Subsequently, a Central Committee for the new synod, consisting of the officers of 
the four merging synods, was established. It has conducted seminars in eight areas (in- 
cluding one at Butte, Montana on February 18, 1961), to inform pastors and congre- 
gations of merger progress and to bring back ideas from the discussions. 

Sub-committees have been appointed to study problems in the following areas: So- 
cial Ministry: College and University; Theological Seminary: Staff, Office and Head- 
quarters: Districts; Finance; Inter-Church relations; and Auxiliaries. These committees 
will make recommendations to the committee preparing the constitution for the consti-— 
tuting convention.

Report of the Delegates to the 
U.L.C.A. Convention 1960 


Balmy weather on the Boardwalk at Atlantic City, New Jersey, greeted the delegates 
- and visitors at the 22nd biennial convention of the ULCA, held October 13 to 20, 1960 
in a second-floor section of the huge Convention Hall. All 676 delegates were seated at 
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tables, which provided work-space for the mass of documents to be considered. And 
there was also room for a thousand and more visitors. 

The Northwest Synod was represented by its full complement of 14 clerical and 14 
lay delegates, as well as at least 22 visitors. Our delegation included Pastors Lundquist, | 
Graf, Kindem, Zeidler, Downey, Rasmussen, Ahlen, David Gerberding, Lund, Oslund, 
Shelhart, Paul L. Roth, Zaudtke and Martin; and Arthur Grede, St. Matthew's, Wau- 
watosa; James J. Raun, Jr., St. Luke’s, Bloomington; Martin Beaumont, Trinity, 


Appleton; William Borchardt, St. Mark’s, Grand Forks; John Fischer, St. John’s, 
_Minneapolis; Ronald A. Drechsler, Reformation, Milwaukee; Fred Mueller, St. John’s, © 
“ Minneapolis; Dexter Black, Atonement, Racine; Richard England, Salem, Minneapolis; 


Paul Holcomb, Richfield, Minneapolis; Elmer Scheuerman, Holy Trinity, Minneapolis: 


. Theodore Stump, Redeemer, Livingston; Gaylord Loehning, ot. Paul’s, Neenah; and

President Fry, in his‘sermon at the opening Communion service, sounded the note of 
unity, taking his text from Matthew 23:8,9, “‘One is your Master, even Christ, and 
all ye are brethren.” He saw in Jesus Christ the source, the character and the purpose 
of our unity. Dr. Frank K. Efird, convention chaplain, opened the sessions with a se- 
ries of stirring meditations from the letter of Paul to the Philippians. A banner over the 
stage held before us the convention theme, ‘‘So, naturally, we proclaim Christ!’’ taken 
from J. B. Phillips’ translation of Colossians 1:28. 

With Dr. F. Eppling Reinartz relinquishing his office as Secretary of the Church 
after 14 years, the convention paid fitting tribute to him and then proceeded to elect 
as secretary Dr. George F. Harkins, who for 11 years has served as Assistant to the 
President. Dr. Harkins received 306 out of 566 votes on the first ballot. | 

The Board of Parish Education in its presentation on the first. night pointed out in 
slides and addresses the fact of already-merged activities of the parish education pro- 
gramming of the four bodies preparing to merge in the Lutheran Church in America. 


Present on the platform and addressing the convention that evening were the presidents 


of the Boards of Parish Education of the four merging bodies, witnessing to coopera- 
tion in the ongoing program, the Long-Range Program, and the cooperative program. 

Friday was a day devoted to merger matters. The Special Commission on Relations 
to American Lutheran Church Bodies presented the Agreement of Consolidation (in- | 
cluding Constitution and By-Laws of the LCA) between the AELC, Augustana, 
Suomi and ULCA bodies. There followed a half-hour of discussion, but no real oppo- 
sition. On a standing vote, the convention approved the merger documents by a vote of 
640 to 1. Later, the dissenter voluntarily changed his vote in order to make it unani- 
mous. The climax was heralded with applause and deep emotion, as Dr. Fry then led 
the convention in prayer for the guidance of the Holy Spirit in the continuing action — 
toward organic union. 

A Proposed Table of Alignments for seminaries of the new church for the first two 
years of the new church was adopted. By this alignment, the Wisconsin churches of 


- our present synod would support Maywood Seminary at Chicago, while Northwestern 


Seminary would get its support from the Minnesota and the Red River Valley Synods. 


A resolution was adopted as follows: ‘‘In the event of the formation of the LCA 
in 1962, the concluding convention of the ULCA be an adjourned meeting of the 
1960 convention.’’ The adjourned session has been set for June 25 to 28, 1962 at 
Detroit, Michigan, to be followed by the constituting convention of the LCA in the 
same city, June 28 to July 1. ULCA delegates to the constituting convention will all 
be delegates to the final ULCA convention, plus additional persons to be named by the 
Executive Board. 

Subsequent to the convention, we have been asked whether the synod’s delegation to 
the 1962 ULCA convention will be the same as the delegation to the 1960 convention. 
The Executive Board of the Church considered this question at its January meeting and 
sent the following communication to synodical presidents on February 1: 


“‘Since the 1962 closing convention of the ULCA is an adjourned convention, 
it is the same convention as the 1960 one. It follows then that normally 

and without further synodical action, all delegates to the 1960 convention | 
become delegates to the 1962 final convention and ipso facto delegates to the : 
constituting convention of the LCA. 
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“Ig no new certification of were made by officials, 
ULCA would assume that all of the synod’s delegates to the 1960 convention 
would attend the 1962 convention. Suspension of ULCA By-Laws SEC- 
TION II, Item 2, would permit changes duly authorized by = a re- 
gardless of the time limitation therein expressed. __ 
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“Inquiry has been made whether a synod may idlichsnsi an entirely new set 


of delegates for those who attended the 1960 convention. 


“The Legal Committee of the Executive Board believes chatomet least at 
this time—this is a problem that concerns the synods and not the ULCA. 
This opinion is based on ARTICLE V, Section 2, of the ULCA Constitution 
which reads in part as follows: ‘Each synod shall choose its delegates in such 


manner as it may deem proper.” This casts the method of providing substitute 


delegates upon the laws of the synod. 


‘The Legal Committee does not presume to interpret relevant documents of 


synods for several reasons (1) the work involved (2) the state laws that — 


might be involved (3) inaccessibility of standing resolutions which might 
be involved (4) and most important, it might be called upon later to pass 
upon the validity of these actions 


‘“‘No state or srecdical laws preventing, these are methods of chang- 


ing delegations for the 1962 convention: 


“First, a constitutional or by-law amendment. The difficulty with a consti- 
_ tutional amendment is that it must usually be acted upon at a later conven- 

tion which in 1962 would come perilously close to the closing convention 
and probably too close to activate nomination procedures, which would also 
have to be changed for this purpose unless new nominations were made in 
of a constitutional amendment; 


‘Second, rescission of the slectisa of delegates to the 1960 convention. It is 
an unprecedented course, to be followed only upon advice of counsel after 


careful study of the relevant state and eynoticah laws. We are convinced that 


it cannot be done on a selective basis. 


“Third, a mass waiver of the right of 1960 delegates to serve at the 1962 
convention. This would remove all doubt of the authority of the synod to 
substitute another. It has several disadvantages (1) it is cuthbersome, would 


require much persuasion and would emphasize the delegate’s right to serve 


(2) the alternates would also have to waive, if the synodical laws provide a 
formula for substitution and (3) intransigent delegates, who would insist 


upon the right to serve, might be the synod's least representative delegates. 
| ‘Since synods have the right to choose delegates by such methods as they — 


may choose, the Secretary of the Church at the 1962 convention of the 
ULCA would have the right to accept at face value any properly certified list 
of delegates, assuming that all substitutions have been duly authorized by the 
synod. It is the opinion of the Legal Committee, however, that if a delegate 
to the 1960 convention presents himself and demands recognition, the 1962 
convention will have to decide whether the substitution was duly author- 
ized. We do not believe that the suspension of SECTION II, Item 2, of the 
By-Laws affects this obligation of the ULCA. It is our earnest hope that all 
such disputes may be settled at the synodical level. 


“Two questions have been raised informally. The Leasl Committee believes 
that where an alternate has been seated at the 1960 convention, be becomes 
the delegate to all intents and purposes and unless otherwise replaced, he has 
the right to attend the final convention. He would probably defer to = elected 
delegate however if his attention were called to the fact. ee 
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‘“The Committee believes that attendance at the 1960 convention would not 
affect eligibility to attend the 1962 convention under any rule limiting to a 
certain number of successive conventions.’ , 


Several statements of considerable import were adopted by the convention. (1) One 

was designed to protect the confidentiality of information disclosed to pastors. (2) 

Another was a Board of Social Missions statement on the Problem of Nuclear Weap- 

ons. Pastor Downey of our delegation was instrumental in bringing about a revision 

of this statement before it was finally adopted. (3) A third statement was presented 

by the Commission on the Sacrament of the Altar and was ern? as a guide to con- 

et gregations in matters pertaining to Holy Communion. (4) A fourth statement, on 

a _ Capital Punishment, was not adopted. 

= | | The convention adopted a budget for 1961 of $14,216,400 and alternate budgets 

oe for 1962 (depending on whether or not the merger goes through on schedule) of 
: $15,194,700 or $15,855,360. The latter would include a ‘‘dowry’’ gift of 20% to 

the new Lutheran Church in America. Under these budgets, the Northwest sll 

should give at least $925,102 to the ULCA in 1961 and either $1,004,706 or 

$1,048,390 in the year 1962. We are also expected to give at least $127,709 to Lu- 

theran World Action in 1961. May God grant us the grace to measure up to these 

goals that we helped to establish for ourselves.

Report of United Lutheran Church Women 
THE ENGLISH EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD 
OF THE NORTHWEST 


, Dr. Lundquist, Pastors, Delegates and friends: 


Because we feel United Lutheran Church Women have a vital role to play in the 
on going program of the church I am happy to present this report of their progress. 


during the past year. 
Our purpose is to create a fellowship of women within the church committed to 


prayer, study, service and offerings and to cooperate with the boards of the United 


Lutheran Church in America. We endeavor to carry out this purpose through the 
work of four committees—Membership, Education, Christian Service and Offerings. 
Let us look at some of the accomplishments of these committees in the past year— 

1. Membership—We now number 11,382 members in 175 organizations through- 
out our Synod. This is a small increase over last year. We continue to be concerned 
over the large numbers of women within our churches who are not affiliated with 
United Lutheran Church Women. We need the interest and prayers of more women. 
Can you help us reach more women in your churches? 

2. Education—We strive for Christ-centered rograms—devotional, in irationsl! 
and educational. Fine materials are prepared by Ras General organization. ach year 
we participate with other Protestant women in interdenominational mission study. 
Some churches have expanded this program into a church wide study including men, 
women, and children. The new study themes are ‘“The Christian Mission in Latin 
American Countries’’ and ‘‘Churches for new Times.’’ We observe the World day of 
Prayer and Week of Prayer and offer opportunities for leadership training through 
spring seminars, lake camp retreats and fall conventions. This fall Mrs. Fred Wiegman, 
new field secretary of our General organization, will visit our Synod convention. 

3. Christian Service—Faith in action, Opportunities for service are so numerous” 
we cannot list them all. Our pastors should be consulted about all service activities. 


Teaching Sunday school, sponsoring Luther League groups, altar care, serving fellow- 


ship suppers and clerical work are some avenues of service. Many groups serve through 
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Lutheran Welfare, Martin Luther Manor, County Homes and other state supported 
institutions, Lutheran World Action, Rocky Boy Indian Mission and our foreign 
fields through supplying layettes, bandages, clothing and other needed supplies. The 
opportunities for Christian Service are unlimited but should fulfill a need and not 
be merely ‘‘busy-work’’ for our women. tae 

4. Offerings—We, of the Northwest Synod United Lutheran Church Women, 
were 6th among the 30 Synodical organizations in total giving last year. We gave 
$61,429.47 through the boards of our church to support the total program of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. This offering comes through two major chan- 
nels—Monthly Offering and Thankoffering. Three fourths of the $1,200,000 budget 
of our General organization—comes through Thankoffering—a daily prayer and gift 
that all the world our Christ may share. We pay the salary of Mrs. James Miller, 
Missionary to Liberia, Africa. Mrs. Miller spent time in January and February speak- 
ing in Minnesota and Wisconsin churches and all who heard her were inspired by 
her message and personal testimony. We gave three scholarships to girls considering 
church related vocations as life work. 

The Synodical picture presented is the combined efforts of our three conferences— 
Western (Groups A and B), Central and Wisconsin. To the Conferences with their 
fine leadership we express the gratitude of the Synodical U.L.C.W. officers and board 
personnel. At this convention we are thinking of those who lead us in the past— 
whose vision and faith have made todays accomplishments possible. We are grateful 
for God's guidance and for each woman who through prayer, service and offerings 
gave of herself to bear Christ’s message to her fellowman. 

Now an open door is before us—a merged womens work. We step forward in faith 
_and trust with the cross of Jesus going on before. From Sept. 9-13 at the Morrison 

Hotel in Chicago, Illinois the General triennial convention of United Lutheran Church 
Women will be held—the final convention before merger. The theme ‘‘Abounding 
in Thanksgiving.’’
